Detroit Mayor Mike Duggan slid on his glasses and waited as 
longtime LaSalle Gardens resident Arnetta Woods pulled out her 
iPhone to show him a video of her daughter helping homeless 
people. 

“Her name is Ericka Woods,” she said. “She has an organiza- 
tion, One Mother to Another, and she does a lot of work for the 
community. I'd love for you to meet my daughter.” 

Duggan smiled and nodded before shaking Woods’ hand and 
saying, “What a remarkable woman, I’d like to meet her. Let’s set 
something up.” 

Duggan made a point to talk or pose for a photo with each resi- 
dent that approached him that weekend, even though he was 
running slightly behind on his packed schedule of events on Oct. 
21, two weeks before Tuesday’s general election.

Lawrence Dilworth rolled his wheelchair near the front door of 
Eden Manor, a senior housing development on Detroit’s west 
side, and unzipped his backpack. 

Inside was a framed photograph of himself and former Mayor 
Coleman A. Young, smiling and shaking hands in Detroit at an 
event, years ago. 

For Dilworth, the photo presents many memories of meeting 
Detroit’s first black mayor. So it was a full circle moment when he 
was presented with the chance to see state Sen. Coleman Young 
Il in action as he rallied for votes at Eden Manor, less than a week 
before Tuesday’s general election. 

“I do support him,” said Dilworth, a resident of Eden Manor.

One day last spring, Grand Rapids Public 
Schools sent a bus to Wayne State University 
in Detroit to pick up a dozen or so wannabe 
teachers and brought them back to Michi- 
gan’s second-largest city for a day of wining 
and dining — and recruiting.

LANSING - A proposal to overhaul Michi- 
gan’s no fault auto insurance system may 
have been delivered a death blow in the state 
House of Representatives, but it certainly 
won't be the end of the discussion. 

Lawmakers and Detroit Mayor Mike Dug- 
gan, who pushed the proposal hard, are say- 
ing they’ll be back with more proposals next 
year that will deliver insurance rate reduc- 
tions to Michigan drivers. 

“We'll come back next year and the year af- 
ter that and try again until we get rate cuts for 
everybody,” Duggan said following the 45-63 
vote on the auto insurance proposal Thursday
